They have power- 
ful political inlluence and it would 
not do for these rich transgressor 
the law to be placed in jtil Su 
thing is not to be thought of. Jails 
were built for unintlu mtial men who 
violate the law. Rich and powerful 
men who conspire against fie very 
life of the people are to be dealt with 
through the clumsy process of injunc- 
tion proceedings.— Bryant Commoner.

No in - 
dividual should surrender more 
than another, no community sub 
ordinate and no set or class was tc 
surreuder rights for the specific 
advantage of others. All to make 
an equal sacrifice and. all to enjoy 
the same priviliges. Under this 
agreement our government started 
the purest, freest and noblest 
consummation of any age. But 
to-day no one will assert that all 
enjoy the same priviliges, no one 
will deny but that we have forsaken 
the channels of our forefathers. 
No one can overthrow the fact 
that both Millionaire and tramps 
are multiplying, that Corporate 
power is the master and the great 
majority of people serveuts. Who 
disputes the fact that we have 
placed under our control nearly 
as many people as rebelled against 
King George? They are promised 
good government but the Ameri- 
can Colouiea were likewise promis- 
ed. "Oh liberty, what crimes are 
committed in thy name." 

Candidates with money to burn 
would be the only ones in shape 
for a primary election.

THE REPUBLIC AN PRIMARY 

The Republican primary to 
nominate a candidate to rep- 
resent the Eleventh District 
in the next Congress was 
pulled off last Monday, Mr. 
Boreing winning by a decis- 
ive majority. 

All the precints in Adair 
have reported and on the face 
of the returns his majority is 
555. The election was quiet 
throughout the day, not a 
single disturbance being re- 
ported. Under the cir- 
cumstances the Colson foreee 
made the best fight they 
could, being without the i 
essary werewithal to secure a 
certain class of votes. Mon 
ey was freely used and voters 
flocked to Boreing like sheep 
jumping Over a fence, 

Casey gave Boreing 463 
majority, Wayne 400, Clin- 
ton 43, Cumberland in doubt 
and Russell tied. A dispatch 
from Boreing to Hon. M, Rey 
Yarberry states that he car- 
ried 18 of the 19 counties in 
the district ; that his majori. 
ty in Laurel county over 
Parker is 800, over Colson 
1,200. Estimated majority 
in Whitley 1,200 and in Pu- 
laski 1,800.

Tbere never was a time, especially 
in the Middle West, when the corn 
was greener, heavier and in tetter 
condition than it is now. The hay 
crop is a third more than usual. Ap 
parently the drought of last year has 
served to make the crop this year 
greater. 

The top notch has been reached In 
prices. Corn has been higher than 
wheat, and oats have been higher 
than corn at one time or another dur- 
ing the past month. No cereal is sell- 
ing at low prices. Livestock Is sell- 
ing nearly high enough to limit con- 
sumption. 

There Is absolutely nothing to spoil 
the agricultural prospect. The only 
danger Is that the bullish feelings 
will overshoot the mark and cause ab- 
normal values which will do ultimate 
harm to every foim of Industry,
